To  the  Chairnan  and  nenhers  of  the  Plaxton  Rural  District  Council. 

Dir.  Chairnianj  Ladies  and  Gentlenen, 

I suhuit  heroYi/ith  an  abridged  annunl  report  for  the  years 
1938  - 1943  inclusive. 

It  is  to  bo  regretted  that  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
.ubnit  abridged  reports  annually  but  many  factors  ha.ve  presented 
th  insclvcs  which  have  nade  this  most  difficult.  The  general  details- 
containod  horoin  aro  based  on  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  during 
the  war  period.  It  is  probable  that  a comprehensive  report  covering 
fuller  details  will  be  required  for  these  years  in  the  post  war 
period.  It  will  be  noted  that  certsdn  figures  have  had  to  be  omitted 
for  security  reasons.  So  far  as  possible  I have  included  as  many 
figures  a,s  I can. 

I think  that  your  district,  like  the  country  as  a whole,  has 
not  seriously  suffered  in  hea,lth  during  the  wa-r  period  and  the 
statistical  records  compare  quite  fa.vourably  with  pre-v;ar  year 
retiorns  and  for  this  reason  there  is  nothing  that  I need  specially 
comment  upon  or  in  respect  of  \Yhich  I need  make  r ecoinnendp.tions  to 
you.  The  population  of  your  area  a.s  well  as  the  rateable  value,  up 
to  the  point  when  I cease  to  be  a,ble  to  show  figures,  continues 
to  be  on  tho  increase.  The  socia,!  conditions  of  your  area  remain 
more  or  loss  unchanged.  The  numbers  of  births  and  deaths  are 
fairly  average  although  tho  deaths  have  tended  to  show  a slight 
increase . 

Since  the  last  report  submitted  to  you,  your  Council  have 
added  a very  valuable  service  to  the  general _ services  for  the  area  in 
the  providing  of  a civil  ambulance.  I am  quite  sure  that  your 
ratepayers  have  appreciated  very  much  this  service  which  is  running 
so  well  and  YYhich  has  been  so  useful.  The  Council  owe  much  to  the 
Civil  Defence  Service  who  have  so  ably  met  the  staffing  needs. 

Since  your  last  big  water  scheme  things  have  remained  more  or 
less  as  they  were  except  of  course  for  the  very  big  increase  of  the 
number  of  houses  connected  to  tho  mains.  The  problem  of 
unsatisfactory  water  supplies  remains  very  acute  in  some  parts  of  your 
area  particularly  those  parishes  on  the  East  side.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  your  Council  will  bo  able  to  go  forvaard  very  soon  with 
the  proposals  which  wore  submitted  to  tho  Ministry  of  Health 
immediately  before  tho  commencement  of  the  war.  That  these 
parishes  need  a supply  of  water  is  beyond  doubt. 

Tho  question  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  is  always  a 
problem  in  a Rural  District  and  will  probably  remain  a problem  for 
many  years  to  come  but  although  much  remains  to  be  done  it  is 
true  to  say  that  the  biggest  problem  in  this  connection  was 
adequately  dealt  with  by  your  Council  in  their  schemes  which  were 
put  forward  in  I936  and  since  your  last  annual  report  these  ^ 
schemes  have  begun  to  function.  In  addition  to  solving  the  existing 
problems  of  sewage  disposal  this  scheme  has  provided  the  whorewitha 
for  the  disposing  of  sewage  on  sound  principles  from^ future 
development  over  p.  wide  area  of  your  Council’s  district#  e 
provision  of  some  scheme  of  sewage  disposal  to  accompany  your 
water  supply  scheme  (even  if  restricted  in  the  first  instance; 
in  all.  your  built-up  carea.s  would  be  a great  asset  to  your  area* 
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Apart  from  the  attempts  to  deal  with  the  repair  of  housot. 
there  has  not  heen  much  activity  in  connection  with  housing 
since  the  commencement  of  the  v;ar.  Housing  has  been  a difficult 
problem  for  many  years  past  and  the  advent  of  war  has  further 
increased  the  difficulties.  I am  sure  that  it  is  nc  exaggeration 
to  say  that  at  the  present  time  the  housing  situation  is  very 
serious.  Very  active  steps  will  have  to  be  taken  to  deal  with  this 
problem  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  if  the  most  serioi;is 
consequences,  are  to  be  avoided.  Your  district  is  not  an 
exception  in  its  need  for  new  habitations  and  I should  imagine 
tlriat  it  would  bo  difficult  in  the  early  post  war  years  to  obtain 
a really  sound  grasp  of  the  position  ia  your  district.  There  - 
has  been  a great  exodus  of  your  population  both  for  the  services 
and  for  industry  on  the  one  hand  v^hilst  on  the  other  there  has 
been,  for  a variety  of  reasons,  an  influx  of  many  people. 

Some  vdio  have  cone  into  the  district  nay  decide  to  stay  whilst 
others  who  have  loft  the  district  may  well  decide  not  to 
return,  and  I have  no  doubt  it  will  be  some  little  tine  before 
actual  requirements  are  really  knea'm.  The  Ministry  are  now 
showing  signs  that  they  are  preparing  to  meet  this  need:  Esports  of 
various  connittees  vi/hich  are  sitting  in  connection  with  housing 
problems  will  no  doubt  bo  made  available  during  the  year  1944* 

There  is  little  c^anment  I need  make  on  the  question  of 
irifectious  disease  in  your  area  except  tha.t  the  outbreak  of 
diphtheria  in  1942  (and  vhich  ext>.  ided  into  1945 )»  resulting 
in  ,91  cases  in  the  former  year  and  53  the  latter,  gave  rise 
to  some  anxiety.  Careful  checks  wore  made  at  the  tine  on  the 
question  of  milk  distribution  and  other  food  likely  to  spread 
infection.  Very  careful  analyses  of  the  individuc,!  cases 
v/ero  chocked  to  ascertain  the  possibility  of  cairiers  etc.,  but 
the  outbreak  sooned  to  bo  quite  disconnected  and  widespread 
in  that  area,  Neither  food  supplies,  schools,  workers  or  the 
hone  gave  rise  to  any  indication  as  to  any  central  source, 
fortunately  the  autumn  of  1943  which  is  covered  by  tlais  report 
docs  not  show  any  indication  of  any  likely  spread  of  the 
disease  aamiir,  and  it  is  in  the  fall  and  sj)ring  of  the  year 
when  this'^disease  generally  occurs.  The  arrangements  your 
Council  made  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies  which  cover,  in 
addition  to  out-patient  treatment,  treatment  in  hospital 
where  required,  have  worked  excellently.  The  County  Council 
have  co'-'operated  with  your  Authority  in  agreeing  to  pay  for 
cases  requiring  hospital  treatment.  The  number  of  cases 
reported  and  dealt  with  are  not  in  any  way  excessive,  but  as 
in  most  districts  they  do  show  that  this  condition  has 
increased  due  to  war  conditions.  The  reception  of  evacuees 
has  contributed  to  this  in  no  small  measure. 

I an  indebted  to  your  Council  for  their  continued  courtesy 
and  help  and  for  the  co-operation  of  your  officials  and  for 
their  assistance  which  is  so  reo,dily  given  at  all  times.

Ho  new  source  of  puolic  water  supply  has  been  added  .to  the  area 
supply  during  the  years  under  review.  There  has  been  no  major 
extension  of  mains  but  a number  of  .isolated  farm  houses  have  been 
connected  to  the  public  mains  under  a Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  Scheme  operated  through  the  War  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee.  A scheme  for  providing  a piped  supply  to  all  parishes 
was  prepared  before  the  outbreak  of  war  and  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  had  to  postpone  granting  the 
necessary  authority  to  proceed.  Samples  taken  from  wells  in  the 
districts  without  a piped  supply  of  water,  and  for  which  the 
postponed  scheme  provides,  shovi/  that  the  quality  is  steadily 
deteriorating  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  permission  will  be  obtained 
to  proceed  with  the  scheme  very  soon. 

The  following  tables  give  a brief  indication  of  the  supply 
position  and  a summary  of  the  action  taken  to  safeguard  the

1938  saw  the  completion  of  the  nev^  scwerago  scheme  covering  the 
noro  urban  districts  of  the  area  a,t  a cost  of  over  £60,000*  Tho 
Minister  of  Health,  the  Right  Hon.  Ernest  Brown,  vievi/od  the  scheme 
upon  completion  in  July  1938 • 

The  scheme  included  the  provision  of  three  sev;age  disposal  works. 
Tho  Osba,ldwick  Works  receives  the  sewage  from  Osbaldwick  a-nd  Murton 
via  one  pumping  station.  Haxby  Works  receives  Haxby,  Wigginton, 
Earswick  and  Huntington  parish  sevi/age  with  rising  ma.in  ca,pacity  to 
take  New  Earswick.  Six  pumping  stations  are  included  in  the  lay-out. 
The  works  off  Shipton  Road,  Rav^cliffe,  which  is  also  used  as  the 
Council's  Depot,  receives  sewage  from  the  old  village  sewer  at 
Skelton  and  from  the  new'  sewers  provided  for  the  Parish  of  Ba.wcliffe, 
three  pumping  stations  being  required.  It  -would  bo  possible  vmth 
^enlargement  of  the  disposal  works  to  take  all-aewage  from  the  Clifton 
Parish  now  discharging  to  the  City  of  York  Sewers. 

Although  the  outbreale  of  war  has  seriously  interrupted  tho 
progress  of  connections  to  the  new  se-^vers,  by  the  end  of  1943  over 
of  the  properties  in  the  whole  of  the  Council’s  area  are  now^ 
discharging  their  v^aste  into  properly  constructed  and  adequate 
sewers  connected  to  works  designed  to  produce  satisfactory  effluents. 
"Where  now  sqywxs  have  been  provided,  79^  of  the  properties  in  those 
aread  have  now;  been  connected. 


It  is  a great  source  of  satisfaction  to.  have  so  largo  a 
portion  of  tho  district  adequately  sewered  and  to  see  an  end  of  the 
system  of  disposing  of  sewage  into  the  nearest  old  pipe  line  or 
ditch  end  the  end  of  tho  wasteful  and  expensive  method  of 
individual  tank  treatment  and  disposal. 

So  far  there  has  been  no  really  serious  breakdown  in  tho 
automatic  plant  provided  and  every  credit  is  due  to  Mr.  C.  R.  Askey, 
your  Maintenance  Engineer.

Ro  cause  for  comment  has  arisen  during  the  period  under  review, 
liie  construction  of  your  new  sewage  disposal  and  sewerage  scheme  has 
automatically  resulted  in  reducing  enormously  the  pollution  of 
watercourses  in  the  area. 

CLOSET  ACCOmaDJLTIQIf 

The  adoption  by  the  Council  in  1953  of  a scheme  of  grants  for 
closet  conversion  lent  considerable  impetus  to  the  conversion  of 
privies  and  pail-closots  into  water-closets.  Unfortunately  the 
outbrealc  of  war  reduced  conversions  almost  to  a standstill.  The 
progress  made  in  1938  and  1939  as  a result  of  the  grant  scheme 
(and  coupled  with  the  new  sewerage  scheme)  is  shown  clearly  in  the 
following  table  s-

PUBLIC  CLEMSING 

Since  the  last  report,  another  two  of  the  more  urban  parishes  - 
Huntington  and  Heworth  Without  - have  been  provided  with  a refuse 
collection  service  (1939) • Apart  from  outlying  farms  and  cottages  the 
following  parishes  are  now  scavenged  s-  Clifton  V/ithout,  Haxby, 

Hew  Earswick,  Osbaldwick,  Raweliffe,  Skelton,  Strensall,  Murton, 
Huntington  and  Heworth  Without  s-  being  d^fo  of  the  houses  in  the  area. 
Tlie  Council  have  under  considera.tion  the  extension  of  the  refuse 
collection  service  to  include  the  parishes  of  Earswick  and  V/igginton 
and  1944  will  probably  see  the  schemes  in  operation. 

The  outbreak  of  war  saw  tlic  introduction  of  salvage  collection. 
Arrangements  were  made  with  the  contractors  to  add  salvago  collection 
to  their  duties,  any  profit  from  the  sales  being  an  addition  to  their 
remuneration.  In  the  parishes  not  covered  by  the  contractors, 
volunteers  were  obtained  to  act  as  village  salvage  stewards  and 
depots  for  salvage  were  fixed.  The  Coimcil’s  own  motor  vehicle  and 
staff  collected  all  salvage  from  those  depots  and  the  income  from 
sales  went  into  the  rate  fund. 

General  shortage  of  labour  and  tho  relative  independence  of 
the  contractors  has  resulted  in  a somewhat  slacker  and  less  efficient 
collection  in  some  areas.  There  is  little  doubt  that  collection  by 
direct  labour,  so  often  submitted  to  and  considered  by  the  Council 
in  tho  past,  would  have  been  far  more  satisfactory  in  war  time  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  day  is  not  far  off  when  the  Council  will 
accept  the  principle  of  a direct  labour  refuse  collection  service  for 
all  parishes. 

There  is  no  service  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools.  The  absence 
of  this  service,  no  doubt,  is  reflected  in  the  numerous  occasions 
on  which  it  is  found  that  cesspools  have  been  provided  v;ith  overflows 
into  the  nearest  ditches  after  having  been  passed  originally  as 
oomplying  with  the  byelaws.

SHOPS  AND  OFJ'ICES 


It  has  not  been  possible  owing  to  pressure  of  other  work  to 
follow  up  inspections  and  action  under  the  Shops  Act  1934  and  'the 
Public  Health  Act  193^ • This  matter  is  one  which  we  hope  will 
receive  attention  as  opportunity  permits  in  the  near  future. 

CAMPING  SITES 

No  camping  site  has  at  any  time  been  established  in  the  area 
of  the  Ccincil,  possible  reasons  being  that  the  adjacent  hilly 
country  is  preferred  to  the  flat  Plain  of  York,  of  which  this 
Council's  -i-rea  is  largely  comprised,  together  with  the  preference 
for  sites  rather  nearer  to  the  coast.  The  absence  of  demand  has 
rendered  it  unnecessary  at  any  time  to  issue  licences  for  this 
purpose.  The  establishment  of  individual  caravans  in  various  parts 
of  the  district  for  short  periods  occurs  from  time  to  time  and  where 
these  have  remained  for  periods  in  excess  of  the  day  period 

the  circumstances  have  been  checked  up  and  licences  issued. 

SMOaE  AhitTEIviiLNT 

The  absence  of  heavy  industrial  premises  in  the  area  renders 
action  unnecessary.  No  complaint  as  to  smoke  nuisances  has  been 
received  during  the  period  under  review  ~ the  district  is  reasonably 
free  from  smoke  nuisance* 

SWmilNG  BiiTHS  AND  POOLS 

The  Council  have  never  constructed  any  swimming  baths  or 
pools  in  their  area. 

ERAPICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 

Only  isolated  complaints  have  been  received  in  the  past  six 
years  as  to  infestation  or  suspected  infestation  by  these  pests. 
These  have  been  investigated  and  action  has  been  taken  where 
required.  Thu  district  generally  is  singularly  free  from  bug 
infestation  and  extensive  action  has  never  been  necessary.  The 
possibility  of  future  infestation  owing  to  changes  in  population 
due  to  w^artime  conditions  and  the  increased  buying  and  selling 
of  secondhand  furniture  has  not  been  lost  sight  of.  So  far  no 
unsatisfactory  results  have  been  noted. 

SCHOOI^ 


The  Education  Committee  of  the  North  Rhling  Comty  Council 
has  been  quick  to  take  advantage  of  the  sewerage  facilities  now 
provided  in  the  area  of  your  Council,  Several  schools  have  been 
connected  to  your  new  sewers,  closets  converted  and  improved 
sanitary  accommodation  generally  provided.  All  schools  in 
your  area  capable  of  being  drained  to  the  Coi-ncil's  sewer  are  so 
drained  and  provided  with  satisfactory  sanitary  conveniences. 
Eight  schools  now  remain  on  the  conservancy  system?  five  having 
no  proper  sewer  or  water  supply  available,  whilst  three  have  no 
sewer  available,  but  have  piped  water  supply  laid  on. 


HOUSING 

Having  completed  their  prepared  schemes  for  rehousing, 
the  Council  were  considering  further  schemes  when  the  National 
Emergency  intervened  and  further  proposals  were  postponed. 

It  has  been  impossible  to  keep  the  overcrowding  survey  figures 
up-to-date  during  the  past  three  years  and  the  true  position  is 
not  now  known,  althou^  it  is  anticipated  that  there  will  have 
been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  overcrowded  houses,  TiVhere  new 
cases  have  been  reported  or  come  to  notice,  investigations  have 
been  made  and  the  best  accommodation  obtained  in  the  circumstances. 
In  some  cases  licences  to  overcrowd  temporarily  have  been  issued 
and  prosecution  for  overcrowding  had  to  be  carried  out  in  one  case 
and  a fine  was  imposed.

JVULK  SUPPLY 

Supervision  of  production  and  handling  of  milk  has  continued 
during  tlae  period  under  rovie-w,  a.lthoiigh  as  much  time  as  would  have 
been  desired  has  not  baen  available  during  the  war  years o Some 
further  small  progress  was  made  in  the  rebuilding  of  cowsheds  and 
the  general  standard  of  construction  throughout  the  area  is  noY^/  fairly 
satisfactory.  Great  difficulty  has  been  encountered,  however,  in 
"'aintaining  the  proper  standard  for  buildings  duo  to  the  pressure 
being  brought  to  bear  on  farmers  to  produce  milk  although  their  farms 
were  chiefly  arable  and  their  buildings  and  accommodation  unsuitable. 
Such  premises  have  only  been  registered  for  milk  production  under 
protest  and  the  insufficiency  of  powers  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Order  and  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  have  again  been  demonstrated. 

Bacteriological  control  of  milk  has  been  increased  and  in  1943 
the  Council  obtained  the  necessary  apparatus  for  the  Resazurin  Test  • 
to  be  carried  out  by  its  officers.  Offers  were  made  to  the  War 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee  for  the  area  to  co-opora,te  in 
the  National  Milk  Testing  Scheme.  Some  measure  of  success  Vi/as 
obtained  in  following  up  adverse  reports  but  the  co-operation  was 
abandoned  by  the  controllers  of  the  National  Milk  Testing  Scheme.

MEAT  AM  OTHgl  FOODS 

During  the  period  under  review,  regular  slaughtering  took 
place  in  1938  and  1939  only  and  details  of  carcases  inspected 
are  tabulated  ovadeaf.  Government  control  cane  into  operation  in 
1940  and  apart  from  a few  casualty  cases  slaughtering  virtually 
ceased.  In  view  of  the  scarcity  of  neat  and  rationing,  close 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  two  knacker  yards  in  the  district, 
and  furthering  previous  peace-time  policy,  an  arrangement  was  made 
in  1943  "the  slaughterhouses  adjacent  to  the  knacker  yards  to 
bj  reopened  for  dressing  casualty  carcases  and  much  valuable  food 
has  conseq.UGntly  been  saved  for  human  consumption  which 
otherwise  would  have  been  condemned  before  slaughter  if  it  had 
been  dressed  in  the  kraftcker’s  yard  itsolf. 

War-time  rationing  regulations  have  necessitated  tlie 
inspection  of  many  foodstuffs  at  retail  shops  which  would  normally 
have  been  destroyed  or  returned  tc  the  wholesaler  for  disposal  in 
peacetime,  feny  surrender  notes  have  been  issued  for  unsound  food 
in  this  respect  and  whilst  it  has  been  another  extra  duty  for 
an  already  busy  staff  the  measure  of  co-operation  necessary 
between  sanitary  officers  and  food'  reta-ilers  will  no  doubt 
have  a beneficial  effect  on  the  post-war  control  of  food  premises* 
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Tm-RT.F,  showing  incidence  op  disease  in  cattle  IInISPECT^ 
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There  was  a fairly  large  outbreak  of  diphtheria  in  the  Clifton 
Vifithout  district  at  the  latter  end  of  1942  carrying  on  into  1943* 
Personal  contact  with  cases  already  removed  to  hospital  and  especially 
with  cases  of  nasal  diphtheria  were  traced  in  many  instances  but  the 
reason  for  the  outbreak  was  never  exactly  diagnosed.  Some  concern 
is  aroused  by  the  high  proportion  of  cases  of  diphtheria  in  1942  and 
■'943  ■''■''ho  had  been  immunised,  the  proportion  apparently  increasing 
in  sympathy  with  the  higher  proportion  of  the  child  population 
immunised.  The  progress  made  with  the  immunisation  scheme  (alum 
precipitated  toxoid  being  supplied  free  to  medical  practitioners 
in  the  area  who  receive  a fee  for  each  child  treated)  was  very 
poor  during  1938  > 1939  s^^d  1940  > bul  increased  propaganda  showed 
good  returns  in  1941  and.  1942.  There  was  some  falling  off  in  the 
number  of  children  immunized  during  1943  and  perhaps  this  can  be 
attributed  in  some  degree  to  the  increase  in  diphtheria  cases  immunized 
having  an  adverse  effect  upon  the  propaganda.  It  was  gratifying  to 
note,  however,  that  although  five  deaths  from  diphtheria  occurred 
during  the  period  under  review,  no  immunized  patient  died.

No  action  has  had  to  be  taken  in  connection  with  persons  suffering 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade  although 
thorou^  investigation  is  made  in  every  case  where  contact  with 
milk  and  food  supplies  is  suspected.  Compulsory  removal  to  hospital  has 
not  had  need  to  be  enforced.

Tho  prevalence  of  scabies  throughout  the  country  yias  similarly 
reflected  in  the  area  during  the  period  under-  review  and  a 
number  of  notices  had  to  be  served  under  the  Scabies  Order  to 
enforce  treatment.  Free  treatment  was  given  to  all  kno\m  cases 
at  the  Yotk  City  General  Hospital  from  upril  1942  onvijards,  the 
Council  paying  a fixed  charge  per  case  treated. 

OTHER  DISEiiSES 

The  Council  have  met  the  cost  of  treatment  at  York  hospitals 
of  a number  of  cases  of  impetigo,  head  lice  infestation,  etc.

From  a period  coimnencing  about  the  ye.ar  1936,  all  local  government 
bodies  have  been  charged  by  the  Government  with  the  responsibility, 
up  to  the  period  September  1939 j to  prepare  emergency  schemes  for 
dealing  with  the  protection  and  welfare  of  the  civilian  population 
in  the  event  of  the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  and  from  September  1939 
forward,  with  the  responsibility  of  putting  into  operation  and  effect 
their  prepared  schemes.  These  duties  naturally  fall  into  two  groups, 
being  first,  the  general  A.R.P.  scheme  later  termed  Civil  Defence, 
in  respect  of  which  County  Councils  -ind  County  Borough  Councils  wore 
charged  with  full  responsibility,  being  Imown  as  scheme -making 
authorities,  and  secondly  those  duties  for  which  the  County  District 
Councils  and  iviunicipal  Boroughs  were  directly  charged.  These  la.tter 
duties  briefly  are  as  follows  s- 

1a)  Emergency  Water  Supplies 

b)  Smergoncy  Service  Repairs  (water  and  sewerage) 

c)  The  repair  of  properties  damaged  due  to  enemy  action 

d)  Information  Bureau  Service 

e)  Mortuary  accommodation  and  disposal  of  the  dead 

f)  The  issue  of  certificates  for  necessary  works  of  repair 

g)  The  organiso.tion  and  administration  of  the  A.F.S. 

h)  The  decontamination  of  gas  contaminated  foodstuffs 
(i)  The  erection  of  comimunal  air  raid  shelters  and  the 

distribution  of  household  outdoor  and  indoor  shelters 
(j)  The  clearance  of  debris 
fk)  Evacuation 

(l)  The  compulsory  collection  of  all  salvage  ma.terials  in 
accordance  with  direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Supply 
and  many  miscellaneous  duties,  such  as  iron  ra.iling 
survey,  supervision  of  nilitany  buildings?  the  repair 
of  damaged  properties  and  services  due  to  military  and 
air  operations  of  a non-operational  character  etc.  etc. 

Whilst  the  duties  referred  to  as  falling  upon  the  County  Council 
are  wholly  their  responsibility,  the  officials  of  your  Council  have, 
of  necessity,  had  to  ca.rry  oiat  the  orgai  isation  and  a,dministration 
of  certain  important  services  in  connection  with  Civil  Defence  proper, 
and  in  the  main  this  work  has  been  carried  out  by  your  staff  outside 
their  normal  office  duties.-  The  duties  for  which  the  District  Council 
have  been  made  responsible  set  out  in  the  schedule  above,  have 
devolved  upon  your  officials,  and  have  more  than  balanced  the 
reduction  in  their  normal  peace  time  duties  by  such  things  as 
cessation  of  building  operations  and  reduction  in  general  improvements 
and  repairs.  Well  over  10,000  visits  and  inspections  have  been  made 
in  connection  with  these  duties  during  the  period  of  this  report,  and 
I think  it  only  proper  to  say  that  the  staff  generally  have  co-operated 
in  this  matter  and  devoted  themselves  whole  heartedly  to  the 
responsibilities  placed  upon  jovoc  Council  and  that  they  have  willingly 
and  gladly  devoted  their  leisure  hours  to  the  improvement  and 
efficient  operation  of  these  responsibilities.
